Hitler as a Peace-Maker 


Russia and Japan have decided to 
stop fighting on the Manchukuo-Mongolia 
front and to set up a joint commission to 
demark the boundary. If peace there was 
the sole object, or the one probable result, 
Herr Hitler would be entitled to the grati- 
tude of all humane-minded persons for 
having negotiated the truce between his 
estranged ally and his new found friend. 
Unfortunately the saving of Japanese and 
Russian lives and the establishment of 
peace in a war-torn area is not the end 
the Fuehrer had in mind, nor the only 
result in sight. 

Japan is immediately freed to bring the 
whole strength of its armed might against 
the Chinese, which its new and supposedly 
anti-Hitler government apparently  in- 
tends to do. Intensified bombing of Chin- 
ese civilians and renewed insolence toward 
other foreign residents of China is there- 
fore to be looked for. This perhaps Herr 
Hitler calculates will win back to him the 
sympathy and support of Tokyo which he 
lost temporarily when he made an alliance 
with Russia that left Japan without hope 
of getting support from him. The Chinese 
will see no reason to be happy over the 
Russo-Jap truce. 

It is suggested in some quarters that 
the non-aggression pact is on the part of 
Russia a step toward a military alliance 
with the Fuehrer. That is a matter of 
speculation. The immediate significance 
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long before the German Nazis adopted it for 
their own. Thereby is given the probable clue 
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Hitler’s Calendar 


Hitler is a liar. He himself would not con- 
nis a reproach, for he expressly justifies 
as a political weapon in “Mein Kampf"; 
moreover, ays that it is easier to put over a 
big lie on the average honest fellow than a small 
lie. Yet Hitler has never lied about his inten- 
tions; Nevile Henderson reported that Hitler 
told him on August 25 that he “accepts the Brit- 
ish Empire and is ready to pledge himself per- 
sonally for its continued existence.” The next 
step on his ascent to world power, by which the 
British Empire was to become one of his protec- 


torates, was to get control of Poland. The date- 
by-date record of his moves since the first days 
of August makes the pattern clear. 

August 8: The Danzig leader, Albert Forster, 
confers with Hitler at Berchtesgaden. 

August 11: Italian Foreign Minister Ciano 
meets Hitler at Berchtesgaden. 

August 15: In Berlin it is emphasized that 
any attempt to minimize the significance of the 


Italo-German conversation will be a fatal illu- 
sion.” 

August 16: The Hungarian Foreign Minister 
is received at Berchtesgaden. During the same 
day German sources assert that Germany will 
insist on fulfilment of its demands on Poland: 
Danzig and a road to East Prussia through the 
Corridor. 

August 18: Germany suddenly takes military 
possession of Slovakia. 

August 19: Mobilization of the Slovakian 
army is announced.
